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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In the instant case, as 
amended, claim 1 recites the following limitation: "Wherein said oriented film has a 
luminous transmittance of 80%; a surface gloss of 100." The limitations present in this 
phrase are new matter. Applicant is specifically referred to page 4 of the specification, 
wherein the applicant recites that the luminous transmittance is ^84%, and the surface 
gloss is ;>120. Further, applicants are directed to page 12 of the specification, wherein 
the applicant recites that the luminous transmisttance is above 80%, and the gloss is 
above 100. Particular emphasis is put on the term "above" as this term specifically 
excludes "80%" transmittance, and a gloss of "100." There is no support in the 
specification for the specific end points required by the applicant in claim 1. Thus, these 
limitations constitute new matter. 

Citation of Relevant Prior Art 

3. German patent #DE1 9630599A1 is cited as relevant to the applicants invention, 
but has not been relied upon at this time. The prior art made of record and not relied 
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upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. This patent discloses a 
polyethylene terephthalate film similar to applicant's invention, including a film having 
good optical properties that contains similar or identical UV stabilizers and phosphorous 
stabilizing compounds as disclosed by the applicant. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
